Indians and Tigers Open Conference Slate Tonight 


Omaha and Fort Hays State — the two teams 
that tied for the conference cellar each of the 
past two seasons — open their CIC schedules 
tonight. Each school boasts an improved team 
and each has hopes of moving up in the league 
standings. 

OU won its first two games, downing Morn- 
ingside (Iowa), 32-6, and Colorado State of Gree- 
ley, 27-6, before being edged by Colorado Mines, 
13-12. The Indians had an open date last week, us- 
ing the extra time to get injured performers 
back in shape for the CIC season. 

Fort Hays State has a 1-2-1 mark, defeating 
Kearney (Neb.) State, 24-0; losing to Northwest 
Missouri, 17-16, and Colorado College, 14-6, and 
earning a tie with Eastern New Mexico, 19-19. 

The visiting Omahans tonight have a nu- 
cleus of 18 lettermen returning from last year’s 
squad, which managed a 1-7-1 record. The In- 
dians’ two wins this fall assure them of their 
best season record since 1956. 

Added to the experienced Indians are a hand- 
ful of highly regarded transfers, including quar- 
terback Carl Meyers (Wyoming), tackle Neil 
Galloway (Bates College), lineman Paul Limas 
(Doane), tackle Stan Kurtz (St. Benedict’s), 
tackle Bob Florian (Wyoming), guard Anthony 
Roberto (Independence JC) and tackle George 
Jesko (El Dorado JC). 

Sparking the Indian attack are two 154- 
pound halfbacks, veteran Louie Miloni and CIC 


sprint champion Roger Sayers. Sayers has aver- 
aged 18 yards per carry and is second in confer- 
ence rushing despite the fact he has toted the 
ball only 13 times in three games. Carl Meyers, a 
former Nebraska all-stater, is second in league 
passing and third in total offense. 

For Coach Wayne McConnell’s Fort Hays 
Staters, quarterback Dave Parker, veteran half- 
back Wayne Schumacher and freshman fullback 
Steve Worley has carried the offensive load in 
recent games. Parker leads the conference in 
rushing and total offense and ranks 18th in the 
nation in both categories. 

The Tigers’ ground attack, w r hich punched 
out 304 net yards in the Eastern New Mexico tie 
last Saturday, will meet a severe test in the OU 
defense. The Nebraskans lead the CIC in rushing 
defense, allowing only 105.7 yards per game. 

OU also boasts the league’s top punter, end 
Paul Blaze vich, a former junior college all- Am er- 
ica choice who has averaged 41.6 yards per punt 
this fall. 

In the history of the series, the two teams 
are all even at 2-2, although Fort Hays State 
has won each of the last two encounters. The 
records :

Two veteran coaches — Wayne McCon- 
nell and Ed McNeil — and a newcomer to 
coaching ranks — senior assistant Jim Casper 
— are guiding Fort Hays State football for- 
tunes this fall. 

McConnell and McNeil have coached to- 
gether for ten years — five at College of 
Emporia and five at Fort Hays State. At 
C of E, McConnell compiled a 39-12-1 rec- 
ord in six seasons and was named Little 
All-American Coach of the Year. He has 
also coached at high schools in Effingham, 
Gaylord, Downs and Manhattan, and is in 
his sixth season at FHS. 

McNeil began his coaching career at 
C of E after earning third-team All-Ameri- 
can laurels at Kansas State. He coached 
at the University of North Dakota for two 
seasons between his C of E position and 
his job here. He is also gymnastics coach 
at FHS. 

Casper lettered three times as a Tiger 
quarterback before a knee injury ended his 
playing career in 1959. He is completing his 
undergraduate work with a physical educa- 
tion major this year. The Hays native man- 
aged the Hays Larks baseball team to its 
league championship during the past sum- 
mer.
